REMEDIES FOR THE COMMON SORTS 
BY PROF. PAN TON, O.A.C. 


A Valuable and Much Appreciated Bulle. 
tin on the Subject—Fungicides—Insec- 
ticides— Precautions in Spraying—Reme- 
dies for Injurious Fungi and Some Com- 
mon Injurious Insects, 


Bulletin LX XII by Prof. Panton, of the 
Ontario Agricultural College, referring to 
some of the most common insecticides and 
fnnyicides, has been in such demand that 
the Government has published Bulletin 
LXXXVII on ‘‘Remedies for Common 
Plauts and Insect Eoes.”” In it reference 
is notonly made tothe mixtures commonly 
usel, but also to the way of applying them 
against specific forms of plant and insect 
enemies 

ve 
FUNGICIDES. 

Fungicides may be defined as chemical 
compounds or mixtures nsed for the pur- 
pose of destroying snch injurious forms of 
plant life as live upon other plants by ab- 
gorbing their juices, whereby they affect 
their vitality. The rusts, smuts, mildews 
and blights are examples of such parasitic 
forms of plant life. Among the most com- 
mon fungicides are the following: 

Bordeaux Mixture. There are various 
forms of this mixture, the following being 
most commonly used: 

(1) Consists of six Ib. of copper sulphate, 
4 lb. lime and 22 yals. of water. This may 
be prepared as follows: Dissolve the cop- 
per compound in sixteen gals. of water; 
slake the lime in 6 gals. of water, and when 
the latter is cooled pour it into the copper 
solution and mix thoroughly. 

(2) A modified form is made by taking 4 
lb. of copper sulphate, 4 lb. of lime and 50 
gals. of water (Gireen’s formula). 

(3) Another form is made by taking 6 Ib. 
of copper sulphate, 4 lb. of lime and 50 
gals. of water (Weed’s formula). 

These diluted mixtures have been proved 
to be very successful, and are now common- 
ly used. Anadvantage is gained by using 
Bordeaux mixtures, since Paris green may 
be added so as to combine insecticide and 
fungicide. So far experience indicates the 
Boadeaux mixture to be one of the best 
fungicides known. 

Eau Celeste. Consists of 2 Ib. of copper 
sulphate, 1 quart of ammonia and 50 gals. 
of water. Dissolve the copper sulphate in 
2 gals. of hot water; as soon as cool add 
the 1 quart of ammonia and dilute to 50 
gals. 

A modiSed form has been very success- 
ful, viz.: 2 Ib. copper sulphate dissolved 
in ” gals. of water, 2 1-2 lb. of sodium car- 
bonate (washing soda) dissolved in another 
vessel, Mix these and when chemical ac- 
tion has ceased add 2 quarts of ammonia 
and dilute to 50 gals 

Copper Sulphate. 1 Ib. copper sulphate 
in 25 yals. of water; spray early upon vines, 
ete., before leaves appear. 

Ammoniacal Soluégion of Copper Carbon- 
ate. Dissolve 5 oz of copper carbonate in 
2 quarts of ammonia, and when about to 
use dilute it to 50 gals. 

Galloways Mixture No. 5. Equal parts 
ammoniated copper sulphate and ammonia 
carbonate, used at the rate of 8 to 12 ounces 
in 25 vals. of water. 

Potassium Sulphide. Consists of 1 oz. 
potassium sulphide to 2 gals. of water. 

INSECTICIDES. 

These are compounds or mixtures used to 
destroy insects injurious to vegetation. 

Paris Green. (Arsenite of copper, con- 
taining 5060 per cent of arsenic.) This 
is applied dry or in solution, In the dry 
form it should be mixed with 50 to 100 
parts of plaster, wood ashes, tlour- or air- 


slacked lime, and dusted upon the affected 


plants. The form in solution is usnally 1 
lb. of Paris green to 200 Be ils. of water, but 
if the follage is tender 250 to 300 vals. of 
water may be used. This is the usuai 
applied upon the plitn and peach.

PRECAUTIONS IN SPRAYING. . 


1. Keep poisons labelled, and out of the 
way of children. 

2. Do not spray so far into the season as 
to affect the fruit. 

3. In making emulsions remember the 
inflammable nature of coal oil. 

4. Never spray trees in bloom. 

5. Try solutions ona small scale if likely 
to injure foliage, and watch results. 

6. Be careful and thorough in your work. 

Careful analyses show that there is no 
ground for alarm regarding the effect of 
spraying fruit trees with Paris green. 

The foregoing mixtures are usually ap- 
plied by spraying machines, which can be 
procured throngh any responsible seeds- 
man. As copper compourds act upon tin 
and iron it is well to prepare such mixtures 
in earthen, wooden or brass vessels. 

The Bordeaux mixture is rather dirty to 
work with, and inclined to clog the jet. 
Nevertheless it is abont as effectual a fun- 
gicide as has yet been discovered. If used 
too long in the season it is apt to affect the 
appearance of the fruit. This can, how- 
ever, be washed off with a dilute solution 
of vinegar. 

Cost of the Mixtures. A fair idea of 
the cost of the various mixtures may be had 
upon an examination of the following price 
list of substances used in the different 
formulas:

REMEDIES FOR CERTAIN INJURIOUS FUNGI.

With these the first appli- 
cation should be made previous to blossom- 
ing, the second when the truit is about the 
size of peas, and the third two or three 
weeks later.

Superstitions and Legends of the Natives 


of Greenland—Beliefs Regarding Crea- 
tion—Manners and Ways That Were 
Held Objectionable by the Creator. 


Besides Ewafki, of South Greenland, 
the natives of that section have another 
evil spirit whom they designate Tivig- 
tuk. This Tivigtuk appears to corre- 
spond closely with the devils spoken of 
in the Scriptures who entered the herd 
of swine and sent them ploughing into 
the sea. Every now and then a native, 
when he has a more than usually serious 
altercation with family or friends, in- 
stead of fighting runs away to the 
mountains, where he lives a hermit life 
and sulks. Then those at the settlement 
mourn and declare that the man has 
Tivigtuk in him. Then they hunt him 
up, and if they find the recluse, force 
him home, where he is watched over 
until the bad humor passes away, on 
which his friends rejoice, and say that 


the Tivigtuk has become Senepa or dead 


in him. 

In some of their superstitions the 
South Greenland natives are quite poeti- 
cal in thought; as, for example, in re-

If, 
on the other hand, as seems more rea- 
sonable, from their color, facial out- 
lines, and peculiar shape and set of 
their eyes, that this strange people are 
of mongolian origin, the story is still 
remarkable as having been retained 
through all their wanderings from Asia 
through America to their present ice- 
bound home, the tale losing only the 
intermediate race creations.—Wim. E.

‘Well, Sam, were're in a pretty 
mess,” I said, anxiously, for I really 
could see no way to turn. I had no- 
ticed as we came from the village that 
there was a perfect network of roads, 
and I was quite sure that we could 
not have found our way back 
in the daylight. while after dark 
the attempt would have been ab- 
surd. At last we made a fire and 
agreed to take turns watching out the 


night. I examined my gun carefully, a 
good, plain, double-barreled shotgun, 
which I had been thoughtful enough to 


bring with me, and saw that my pistols 
were all right, too, and then, placing 
them handily, I curled myself in the pal- 
anquin and in about five minutes was 
sleeping the sleep of the just. I waked 
once in the night, and looking drowsily 
out, discovered Sam stretched on the 
ground near the fire snoring as happily 
as though he were back on the old 
plantation. I was too near asleep to 
realize how great the danger was, sol 
merely settled myself into a more com- 
fortable position and went on with my 
last dream where I left off. 

What waked me next time was a wild, 
piercing scream that made my _ heart 
stand still. I tumbled out of the palan- 
quin, grasping my gun asI went, and 
was just in time to see the lion, the ter- 
rible man-eating lion, dragging Sam 
across the lighted space by his left arm. 
I fired, but I was too agitated to aim 
well, and I gave him a neck wound, 
which enraged him without injurin 
him fatally. With a roar that ech 
over the hills he dropped his prey and 
came at me. 

His onslaught was with such a rush 
that I stepped backward involuntarily, 
and in doing so I struck my foot against 
one of the poles of the palanquin and 
fell headlong, my gun flying from my 
hand. In an instant the creat beast was 
upon me, his huge fofe feet planted on 
my breast, the great open mouth against 
my face, and I was as near fainting as a 
man ever comes, I suppose.

The journals which are generaliy ac- 
cepted as illustrating the opinions ex- 
wounding the theonmes, and explaining 
f our scholars and philosoph- 
rs are the Quarterly, the Edinburgh, 
he Contemporary, the Nineteenth Cen- 
Fortnightly, the National and 
Their enumeration in this 
order means nothing). * * * An ex- 
amination of these magazines, conduct- 
ed for the Author, revealed the 
very extraordinary fact that out of the 
articles published during the last 
three years In these magazines, 320— 
that is to say, two out of every five— 
are devoted to literature. Does, then, 
literature occupy the attention of the 
instructed class in the proportion of 
two-fifths of their whole thinking and 
reasoning moments? It would seem 
so from these figures. Yet one cer- 
tainly knows a great many people who 
must be called instructed and cultured 
who read books, both new and old, but 
most certainly do not give much atten- 
tion to the history of literature, to lit- 
erary movements and to the criticism of 
dead and living literature. In the 
same Way there is an immense number 
of people who read a certain proportion 
of new books—those which interest 
them—and care absulutely nothing for 
purely literary papers. For these peo- 
ple, both the cultured class who read 
the best books in their leisure hours, 
and the class which reads only for 
amusements, these papers are not writ- 
ten. They are written for that small, 
scholarly circle which interests itself 
especially in all literary Bubjects, de- 
lights in fine criticism, if happily that 
can be found, reads with avidity mono- 

phs on poets and novelists,

11,000 Words on a Postal) Card. 

A leading Paris paper, the Eclair, is 
offering a gold medal asa prize to the 
finest writer, without distinction of na- 
tionality. Itis not literary merit that 
is wanted, as the above announcement 
would lead one to suppose. The prize- 
giving editor merely wants to know how 
many words can be written on a piece 
of paper. Replies have already been 
sentin. A Belgian officer has accom- 
plished the feat of putting 2,187 words 
on a post card. A Marseilles gentleman 
has distanced him, having crowded on 
a card the same size 2,860 words, repre- 
senting an article of M. Sarcey anda 
poem of Deputy Clovis Hnghes, both 
legible withont a magnifying glass, 
though not, I imagine, without a good 
pair of eves. The above feats are noth- 
ing beside that of another competitor for 
the gold medal, a Government clerk, 
M. Survigny, who has ona post card 
written out an official directory, from 
the President and his household down 
to the members of the Paris Municipal 
Council, altogether 6,000 words. He 
spent 28 hours over this at leisure mo- 
ments, and worked with the naked eye. 
But he is capped by Sergeant Lethorel, 
secretary of the 127th Intantry, who an- 
nounces that he will shortly produce a 
post card with a collection of articles 
amounting to 11,000 words. 

As an art, small writing has been 
killed by photography. Microscopic 
photography was simply invaluable to 
France during the siege of Paris, when 
carrier pigeons were daily sent out with 
10,0) private letters photographed on @ 
pellicle two inches square rolled up in a 
quill, There are still, however, plenty 
of amateurs, some of them distinguished 
and even illustrious. I may mention, 
for instance, Alphonse Dandet, who has 
often, out of fun, written original news- 
paper articles on a leaf of cjgarette 
paper. —Paris correspondence New York 
Tribune. 


Fastening the Bedclothes. 

An ingenious contrivance was de- 
scribed in LBabyhood for keeping the 
bedclothes on restless children. Tie a 
knot in each of the two corners of the 
top sheet at the head of the bed 

For each knot take a piece of cord and 
double it. Place the end where the

The statement of the public debt 
giving the transactions of the trea- 
sury, U. S., in the month of March, 
recently issued, shows a net decrease 
'n the debt of $1,956,173.83. Of this 
$453,532 is the amount of the reduc- 
tion of the bonded indebtedness of the 
Government and $1,502,640 is the ‘n- 
crease of the cash in the treasury dur- 
ing the month. The co!n certificates 
and treasury notes, offset by an equal 
Amount of cash in the treasury out- 
stand ng at the end of the month was 
£597 ,428,090, an increase of $4.400,- 
255. The total cash tn the treasury 
Was 8762,768,427, against ‘whch

he $100,000,000 greenbacks, gold re- 
serve to the amount of $737,137.699, 
leaving an available surplus of $25,- 
630,728.
